In the presence of ber
mother, Dr. \V. D. Turuer, a cousin,
Hurricane Brttncb, adetective, and ar
ot her witness, she agreed to write an
aflectionate letter to Gilligan, asking
him to forgive ber, and proposing lhai
tbey meet by appointmeut and flee the
community. Gilligan, however, snr

rendered before tbe decoy letter reacb-
ed bim. Miss Turuer acknowledges
naving cared for Gilligan, but denies
oaring for bim now, or tbat there
was ever any intimacy between them
Gilligan bas not at any time been far
from the scene of tbe murder.
To Mr. Ferguaoo Gilligan confe*sed

to tne killingof Turner,but claiwed that
he did it in aelf defense.

Sberiff Robert Edwarde, of Isie of
Wrigbt county, airived in Peteraburg
laat nigbt and made a demand for tbe
prisoner, but Sherifi Eiwarda, to whom
Gilligan aurrendered, refuaed to turn
the prisoner over to bim.

THE 8KNATK.

Tbe following bills were passed :

ment Company.

bospitals to grant furloughs to patient*.Iu relation to the time of electing
oflicers of the Deaf aud Dumb and

county judgee.
The bill in relation to effeot of evi-

dence in insurance suits was ordered
to its engrossment.
The following bills were introduced

and referred:
To probibit telegraph companies

operating in tbe State of Virginia from
contracling against tbeir own negli-
geuce.

empower county and corporalion
courts to strike'from the lists lands
which cannot be located or whicb are
improperly tbereon.
To regulate the employment of

children in manufacturing and mechan-
ical establishments.

10 years of age sball be employed at
all, and no cbild between 10 and 16
I'hall be employed unlessheorsbesball
bave attended some school for tbree
montbs prior to sucb work in any es-
tablisbment. aod furtber provides tbat
such cbild sball bave lived in the State
at least siz monthe; requiring tbat sucb
ehildren sball attend school at least
tbree montbs each year; restricting
hours of labor to 48 per week. A pen¬
alty of $50 is provided for violatlon by
proprietors of such factories. The bill
provides for the appointment of special
constables and oflicers to enforce tbe
provisions of tbe bill.
To probibit the baying or selling of

futures or slocks or bonds on a margin
or otberwise dealing in what is known
as futures or stocks or bonds on a mar¬
gin, and declaiing sucb trangactiont-
gambling.

of the County or Corporation courts of
lists of conveyances and partitions tbat
may bave been returned tbereto by tbe
clerk of the General Court, and may
now be found tberein, and declaring the
etlect to be given aaid lista wben so rt

recorded.

Senator Morria, in reporting for tbe
joint committee appointed to wait oo
Senator Martin aod notlfy him of hia
eleetion, atated tbat Senator Martin re-
quested tbe committee to assure tbe
general aasembly of bis grateful appre-
ciation of the honor and to assure it
that be woulu accept.
